A SERIOUS GHARCE 


AGAINST THE TWO GREAT CAN- 
ADIAN RAILROADS. 


The C.P.R. and G.T.R. Said to 
Have Given the Standard 
Oil Company a Special Rate 
to the Detriment of Inde- 


pendent Dealers— Appeal to 
the Privy Council’s Railway 
Committee. 


Ottawa, Feb. 20.—A matter of immense 
importance to the commercial community 
will come before the Railway Committee 
of the Privy Council next week, namely, 
the right of railway companies to charge 
discriminating rates, favoring certain of 
their clients to the detriment of others. 
The question has been precipitated by 
the alleged action of the C. P. R. and the 
Grand Trunk in granting special rates to 
the Standard Oil Company against inde- 
pendent dealers and refiners, contrary to 
the very clear provisions of the Railway 
Act. The law provides that uader the 
same circumstances all tolls shall be 
charged equally to all persons, with no 
reduction or advance directly or in- 
directly in favor of. or against any par- 
ticular company or person travelling upon 
or using the railway, and piohibits aay 
secret rates, rebate, drawback or con- 
ceasion. 

The matter will come before the Rail- 
way Committee in the form of an appeal 
by the Sun Mill Refining Company, of 
Hamilton, against the oil tariffs of the 
railway companies. The Standard Oil 
Company has obtained control of the 
Petrolia oil fields, and the independent 
dealers say that the rate on American oil 
has been increased with the object of 
compelling consumers to use Petrolia oil. 
The principle is oneaffecting every braach 
of commerce, domestic and foreign, for 
all are dependent in a greater or less 
degree on the railways for transportation 
facilities. The outcome of the appeal 
to the Privy Council will therefore be 
awaited with very great interest. - 


NO SUBSGERVIENCY IN THIS. 


The persistent allegations in a section 
of the Opposition press, that the present 
Government, and particularly the Can 
adian members of the Joint High Com- 
mission, are in danger of betraying the 
interests of their country, are well met 
by such remarks as fell from the Minister 
of Militia last week, when he observed : 
“ We are getting experience in building 
up a mation, and we are becoming more 
self reliant every day. Not long ago 
many of us thought our future depended 
on some one outside our own borders. 
We fairly shivered with fright lest our | 
produets be shut out of that market by a 
hostile tariff. We are still solicitous for 
an outlet, but always on the principle of 
not giving more for it than it is worth. 
We are becoming more self-reliant and 
progressive and can only say to those who 
want to shut out our producss,-—producte 
that are better than theirs,-‘ We can 
find another market.’ We have already 
done so in many things, and it is growing 
better every day.” Dr. Borden went an 
to say that we have settled many differ- 
ences of race and religion, and it washigh 
time to forget that we were Anglo-Saxon, 
English, French, Scotch or Irish and to 
remember that we are all Canadians, for 
we have been here Jong enough to develop 
a race with characteristics of its own. He 
believed that one great step in building 
upa nation had been taken in 1587. 
There had never before been a French- 
Canadian leader, but the Liberals said 
that they would select the best man with- 
out regard to race or religion. They 
selected Mr. Laurier and from that day 
the star of the Liberal party rose. The 
question whether s French - Canadian 
could lead a party in Canada will never 
be raised again. 

MIAS GHAW ON THE KLONDYKE. 


According to English newspapers to 
hand by the last mail, very much interest 
has been created by. the lecture which 
Miss Flora L. Shaw, special colonial cor- 

ent for The Times, London, Eng., 
bas delivered before the Royal Colonial 
Institute, upon “ The Klondyke.” Miss 
Shaw is evidently anxious to make 
amends for the erroneous impressions she 
conveyed by her first letters from Dawson 
City, in which che repeated all manner 
of wild stories of official crookedness and 
alleged administrative turpitude, stories 
which she undoubtedly believed at the 
time were true, but which have since been 
shown to have been grossly exaggerated, 
and accepted by that lady witbout sufii- 
cient investigation. 

According to the reports she has sothing 
but good to esy of thet marvellous 
country. She believes after careful in- 
vestigation into the best technical data

available that it will take fifty years to 
work out the alluvial gold that is now in 
sight, and it is scarcely conceivable that 
in such a period the quartz veins wich 
every one is seeking will not be found and 
further developments opened up. 


4 BRIGHT DREAM OF THE FUTURE. 


“ Imagine,” said the lecturer, “ this 
great district thrown fully open; hydraune 
machinery everywhere at work upon the 
gold-bearing streams; the mountains 
tested for low-grade gold-bearing rocks ; 
the silver, the nickel and the copper, 
which are known to exist, brought forth ; 
the coal, the gas and the petreleum-bear- 
ing beds of the Mackenzie district, of 
which the foundational tar sands have 
been alrerdy shown to stretch in width 
for about three hundred miles, and in 
length north and south for about a 
thousand miles, developed ; no less than 
those the agricultural and pastoral pos- 
sibilities (which she considers greater 
than anyone else has yet ventured to 
predict) and try then to think of the 
needs and the activities of the hardy 
northern population that will be born 
and bred upon the lands.” 

Much more did Miss Shaw have to say 
along the same lines, in terms of what 
might appear to be extravagant eulogy, 
of the Canadian far North-West and its 
future, and, as one paper has observed, 
“ She has doubtless done much by her 
lecture for the Yukon district,—more 
than many company promoters of even 
the worst type can do. 


WE WANT MORE BOATS. 


If cay further evidence is wanting of 
the total inadequacy of the present trans- 
portation facilitiés, a glance at the con- 
dition of affairs on the Upper Lakes, at 
the close of navigation last season, will 
supply it. As compared with the Ameri- 


can fleet, we are outnumbered fifty to one, 
according to the estimate of Captain D. 
C. Leckey, of the C.P,R. steamship 
Athabasca, and out classed in about the 
same proportion. There is, moreover, no 
question that the Captain is also correct 
in his opinion that “ the Canadian wheat 
yield will take a jump next year owing to 
the emigration of the Doukhobors and 
other newcomers. Every family sent 
into that country means that a farm will 
be worked, and every farm worked means 
anincrease in Canada's grain trade.” 
“ The Government was right,” adds the 
Captain emphatically, “in putting those 
people in there, and the papers that 
howled against it don’t know what they 
are talking about.” Asked if the com- 
petition of the Ottawa, Arnprior & Parry 
Sound steamship line had hurt the Can 
adian Pacific Railway trade, Captain 
Leckey replied : “ Not a bit; there is 
more to do up there than we, or in fact 
both lines combined, can attend to. 1 
would like to see half a dozen fleets on 
the same routes. There is plenty to do, 
and a good strong reason why so much of 
the grain trade goes to Buffalo is because 
there are not enough Canadian vessels to 
handle Canada’s share of it.”

CIVIC MATTERS. 


Some of the ratepayers of Moose Jaw 
are of the opinion that the municipal 
clock needs winding up. Under Section 
137 and 138 of the Municipal Ordinance, 
it is incumbent on the Council to appoint 
an auditor whose duty it is to audit the 
booku for the year ending 31st December 
preceding his appointment ; and Section 
14) provides that the accounts of the 
Secretary-Treasurer shall be audited at 
least once in every three months. Section 
140 of the same Ordinance provides that 
“ the Council of every municipality shall, 
not later than the 15th day of February 
in each year, caused to be published 
within the municipality a detailed copy 
of the auditor's report as required by 
Section 138. 

On looking through the records of the 
council of last year, we find that two 
auditors were appointed 0.1 Jan. 17, 1899. 
Jt was their duty to audit the books of 
1897 and every three months during 1898, 
as laid down in Section 141. The audit 
for 1887 should have been made before 
15th Feb., 1898, yet we find at the last 
meeting of the Counci] a motion passed 
instructing the auditors to complete their 
report for 1897 and 1898 and submit it to 
the Council,—s matter thatshould have 
been attended to one year ago. During 
the last month, in accordance with the 
Ordimance, an auditor was appointed to 
make a yearly audit for 1898 and s 
quarterly audit during the current year.
